If you 
think we are, go out into the miarts of 
trade anywhere and buy something, 10 
matter what it is, from a house and lot 
to an automobile, a doen oranges or a 
yard ef Hannel to wrap the baby in, and 
if you do not get the gold filling stolen 
from your teeth it will be because you are 
sharper than the other fellow. We are a 
nation of Dr. Jeckels and Mr. Hydes, and 
many nations in other sections of ihe 


* globe are nations of cut-throats and rob- 


bers, as proven lately by Russia, Ger- 
many, Austria, Turkey, Bulgaria and 
many others. Millions of citizens of those 
countries would slit your windpipe with 
a two-edged snickersnee for five dollars, 
and consider the pay very good, at that. 

Here we put up a big bluff about being 
honest and honorable, being possessed 
with the Fatherhood of God and the 
Brotherhood of Man, and we do many 
things alone such lines which are to our 
verlasting eredit—but the minute we get 
into a horse trade what do we do? We 
“do the other fellow, and if we don’t 
he ‘'does’? us, without batting ano eve 
and with no compunetion of conscience.
